“Returning to America, 1 built, 
with help. Sturdy Il. in five 
months, There js no noticenble 
difference outside between Sturdy 
Land Sturdy Il. [ took the bont 
1,400 miles by train to New York 
and thence 6.000 miles by ship.

Miles said he only took plain food, 
He had o large quantity of rice 
on board, with veyetables, but he 
touk very little meat, He carried 
an quantity of tinned food in case 
of. emergency, and had provisions 
for himself for eight months if 
anything went wrong. |

If he had 
heard earlier he would have can- 
celled the Inquiry but. the jury 
would have the evidence oF 
Private . Henderson who had 
knocked the deceased down whilst 
riding a motor cycle. 


Dr. K. H, Uttley stated that the 
enuse of death was haemorrhage 
following a fracture of the  de- 
ceased's skull, The injury could 
have been caused by the deceased 
falling on the back of his head on 
to something hard. 


Private 1 Henderson, of — the 
Argyll and = Suthtrland  High- 
landers, sald that he was driving 
n motor cycle towards the dirge- 
tion of the Star Ferry when, on 
nearing the Mongkok — Police 
Station, a Chinese, who was riding 
a tricyele In the opposite direc- 
lion, turned into Fife Street in 
front of witness, whoa was then 
nbout eight feet away from. tho 
ather machine.

eorrying on even after witness 
had sounded his horn, he —im- 
mediately swerved to the — left, 
declutehing at the same Gime, 

Witness successfully passed it 
front of the tricyelist and was 
about to proceed on his way when 
he put in hia eluteh and stalled 
his engine, He was thrown oll 
and Jost) consciousness, Witness 
did not come to until he had been 
taken to Hospital where he was 
informed by the Police that he 
had struck a man. 

The Coronet then read to the 
jury the statements made to, the 
Police by the absent witnesses, 
He pointed out that a remark made 
by the deceased to his daughter, 
whilst being conveyed to hospital 
in the ambulance, was worthy of 
note although it was only hear: 
say evidence. The deceased had 
told his daughter that the motor 
vyele had caught his jacket and 
threw him down, 

Sergeant: Chuk gave evidence 
of having found the left hand side 
of the deceased's jacket torn while 
there was a bruiae on his left hip, 
where the handle bar of the cycle 
had apparently caught him. 

The jury returned a verdict of 
“accidental death.’

munist campaign, in which several 
Canton gunboats participated. 


Apparently taking advantage of 
the political turnover in Canton, 
the naval’ units revolted. The 
mutineers were suppressed on the 
arrival of soldjera from Tfofhow. 


The news of the mutiny has been 
confirmed by an independent re- 
port received by the Canton Navy

OMicials On Visit.

Following the receipt during. 
the week-end of news that Can- 
tonese officers attached to the Nan- 
king Aviation Administration bad 
revolted and wrecked the whole 
service, the arrival in Canton to- 
day of General Chang Wai-chang, 
head of the Nanking Aviation Ad- 
ministration, has evoked — the 
yereatest attention, General Chang 
refused to give his political views 
when interviewed by newspaper 
correspondents, He arrived on 
the morning express from Kow- 
loon, having arrived at Hongkong 
during the week-end, Uhis beings 
unknown even, to his best friends 
in the British’ Colony. It ia ate 
leved that General Chany, who is 
a Cantonese, is in sympathy with 
the Canton movement against 
Nanking.

Thi was followed by a tour of 
Holland and acsecond visit ty 
Vienna, where he was appointed 
concert-master to the Archbinhop, 
He had by now ‘made hia first 
attempts to compore a symphony 
and an oratorio, and had published 
his first set of sonatas, 

His Ialian visit took place when 
he wha about fourteen. In Milan 
he was commissioned to write an 
opera, while, at Rome, he showed 
his genius by writing down note 
for note, from memory, the cele- 
brated “Miserere” of Allegri, after 
hearing-it performed but once. On 
his second visit to Bologna, he was 
set an hard task by the examiners 
of the Philharmonic Academy: he 
had to write within three hours an 
antiphonia out of the Antiphonar- 
jum Romanum, and finished it in

grand dramatic serenata for the 
wedding of the Archduke Ferdin- 
and, which completely eclipsed the 
pew opera of Huswy, written for 
the occasion 

When he was at. his mother 
tuvk him to Munich, and stopping 
at’ Munnheim en reute he fell ia 
love with Aloysia Weber. a girl 
with a penniless father, who, how- 
ever, scorned his advances, 

In 1782, being unable to attain 
Aloysia, Mozart married | her 
younger sister, Constance. In 1786 
he produced The Marringe of 
Figaro, one of his most famous 
operas, written to Italian libretto, 
and this had a brilliant success at 
Vienna and Prague. It war fol- 
lowed by n commission to write 
another, which resulted in Don 
Giovanni. Tt was to be performed 
on the 29th of October, 1787, and 
by the 28th it was all complete 
except for the Overture. 

Tn 1791, n strangor called on ‘him 
and offered to pay him in advance 
for writing a Requiem. It was 
not-completed when he died in 
December of that year, a victim of 
typhus, at the age of only 35 
years. On the day of the funeral 
his body was taken ta A pauper's 
grave, and as it wag raining his 
five “friends” turned back home 
and left him to be buried alone. 

In that brief 35 years, Mozart 
composed over 600 works, but this 
bare statement does not canvey an 
adequate idea of his colossal 
achievement. 

In conclusion, Mr, Riba Smith 
reminded the audience that to-day 
Mr. Tarry Ore gives his farewell 
concert in the same hall at 6.30 pam,
